Troubled club dealt crippling blow as deal falls through at 11th hour 


Mystery 
of boy’s 
sudden 
death 


Leon Mansell 

A FIT 14-year-old Black 
Country schoolboy - 
described by his mother as 
“perfect in every way” - col¬ 
lapsed and died despite 
efforts to revive him. 

A group of young friends, 
an ambulance crew and a 
team of doctors tried desper¬ 
ately to save his life. 

The mystery death of Leon 
Mansell, of Beecher Street, 
Colley Gate, Halesowen, is 
now being investigated by the 
Black Country Coroner’s 
office which is awaiting the 
result of tests on his heart. 

His grief-stricken mother, 
Jean Mansell, rushed to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, Dudley, 
last Wednesday night after 
Leon collapsed at a friend’s 
home in Long Innage, Hale¬ 
sowen, at about 7.15pm. 

Leon was a keen footballer 
and a pupil at Windsor High 
School, Halesowen. 

Jean, aged 48, a press oper¬ 
ator at Fern Plastics in 
Macrome Road Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, said: “It is thought he 
may have had a heart attack. 

Leon’s father, Bernard, 55, 
who lives in Fontana, Califor¬ 
nia, flew over on Saturday. 

Homes bid on 
fire station site 

A HOUSING development 
could be built on the site of 
Sedgley Fire Station, it has 
emerged. The Tipton Road 
base closed in November 2008 
despite a public campaign to 
save it. 

West Midlands Fire Service 
wants to “maximise the sales 
value” of the site, with a resi¬ 
dential development 

expected to be most lucrative. 

Dudley Council director of 
finance Mike Griffiths said: 
“West Midlands Fire Service 
is working with the relevant 
authorities, including 

Dudley, with a view to secur¬ 
ing planning permission for 
the site prior to disposal.” 


TROUBLEDBlack Country music club 
JB’s has been dealt a fresh blow as it 
emerged that a potential buyer had 
dropped out at the final stage. 

The would-be buyer admitted he could no 
longer continue with the bid for the rock venue 
in Castle Hill, Dudley, plunging the future of 
the club into doubt. 

Administrators had been locked in 
advanced negotiations with the unnamed 
party for weeks and hoped to sign a deal this 
month. But last Friday the club was standing 


empty after one last bash to use up remaining 
stock. The final farewell to the club, which 
gained a world-wide reputation for launching 
the careers of some of the biggest rock stars in 
the music business, was expected to be a quiet 
affair but it turned into a huge wake with hun¬ 
dreds turning out. 

Search 

Founder Sam Jukes was stunned by the 
numbers, saying it was hard to believe the 
club ended up in administration. 

John Travers, of Stourbridge-based insol¬ 


vency practitioners John D Travers & Co, 
said: “Our potential purchaser has advised me 
that he cannot proceed at the present time 
because of unexpected personal circum¬ 
stances. 

“I will be discussing the way forward with 
the various stakeholders and these discus¬ 
sions will determine our trading strategy in 
the future.” 

He stressed that that a new marketing cam¬ 
paign would be launched in the coming days to 
continue the search for a buyer. He said: “We 
are all still determined to find a purchaser.”

MUSIC DIED

H undreds of 

music fans 
packed into 
doomed club JB’s to bid 
a final farewell to the 
beloved rock venue. 

A crowd ranging from tat¬ 
tooed 18-year-olds to rockers 
pushing 70 flocked to the 
goodbye party, organised 
partly to use up all remaining 
stock and partly to honour the 
retirement of former owners 
Sam and Sue Jukes. 

By midnight on Thursday last week 
more than 600 people had already 
poured through the doors. 

And they danced to songs from 
music’s best-loved rock, metal and 
indie bands from the past few decades - 
including many who had graced the 
stage at JB’s itself. 

Youngsters born in the 90s danced 
enthusiastically next to people old 
enough to be their grandparents to 
music through the years from Led Zep¬ 
pelin to Metallica. 

Mr Jukes, aged 63, was handed 


numerous presents — and many drinks 
- through the evening from JB’s regu¬ 
lars as they raised a glass to the 42- 
year-old institution. 

Founder members Sid Weston, John 
Bryant and John Weston were among 
those there to raise one final pint with 
Mr Jukes in the club they launched 


together as a small disco which played 
alternative music. Mr Jukes said he 
had expected the night to be a quiet 
wind-down evening, not the huge event 
it turned out to be. 

“It’s a bit ironic really—the past week 
has been great business. We sold out on 
Christmas Eve and New Year’s Eve,” 


he said. “When you see this many 
people here, and hear how much JB’s 
means to them, you can’t believe it ever 
had to go into administration. It’s a 
tragedy.” 

The club’s namesake Mr Bryant, 
aged 60 - JB himself — said the bumper 
turnout had ensured a fitting send-off. 

“It’s a sad day, but unfortunately 
time goes on,” he added. 

“The place is always in my mind, it 
means a lot to all of us. All credit has to 
go to Sam — if it wasn’t for his hard 
work, the place would have gone under 
a long time ago.” 

Other members of staff from days 
gone by had also turned up to say 
goodbye. 

Amazing 

Former bar manager John 
Cartwright, 55, said JB’s was “leg¬ 
endary” for its open attitude to new 
music. “I’ve been coming here for 30 
years and one of the great things about 
it is that it always welcomed new 
talent,” he said. 

“We’ve had bands play here that 
went on to be great, and bands that 
played here once to a handful of people, 
but that’s the joy of it. JB’s is known all 
over Europe, and beyond. It’s the 
musical heart of the Black Country.” 


He said often the club would pay to 
put up bands in the Station Hotel oppo¬ 
site, telling them of its haunted reputa¬ 
tion. 

“They loved it — especially American 
bands. We’d then go out and bang the 
windows with sticks to give them a bit 
of a fright. JB’s has always been about 
that spirit of fun,” he said. 

Among the throng were “old JB’s” 
crowd Mark Wilton, 47, from Nether- 
ton, Brian Lee and Kim Pomfret, 47, 
from Tipton, and Barry Cooper, 55, 
from Pensnett, who said they had been 
going to JB’s for more than 30 years, 
since the club was based in King Street. 

“We’ve seen some amazing bands 
play at JB’s - Manic Street Preachers, 
U2, The Undertones,” said Mrs 
Pomfret. 

“It’s a very big loss to Dudley.” 

The “new JB’s” crowd were feeling no 
less nostalgic. 

Bo Hill, 20, and Alan Crowley, 24, 
both from Dudley, were there with 
eight others. Mr Crowley said: “I’ve 
seen some brilliant bands here.” 

So what have Mr and Mrs Jukes got 
in store now they have retired? “First of 
all, I’m going to have a week off - I 
haven’t had a week off for over 40 
years,” Mr Jukes said. “I haven’t got a 
clue what we’ll do after that” 


THE MUSIC 
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Postman 
had haul 
of stolen 
presents 


THE home of a Black 
Country postman was 
turned into a treasure 
trove full of other 
people’s birthday gifts by 
his six-year stealing 
spree, a court heard. 

Paul Nicholls, aged 51, 
had targeted greetings 
cards and parcels in the 
mail at the delivery centre 
in Brierley Hill where he 
was based. 

He stole around 10 items 
every day, it is estimated. 

Mr John Dove, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Wolverhampton 
Crown court last week: 
“When investigators went 
there they discovered an 
Aladdin’s Cave of stolen 
DVDs, clothing, toys, com¬ 
puter games, phone cards 
and gift vouchers.” 

Nicholls, a postman for 11 
years before being sacked 
following the uncovering of 
his racket in May last year, 
got in early so that he could 
sort through the post before 
it was arranged into deliv¬ 
ery rounds, the court heard. 

He always stole post due 
to be delivered by colleagues 
to prevent the finger of sus¬ 
picion being pointed at him. 

Mr Dove explained: “He 
estimates that he was steal¬ 
ing about 10 a day and col¬ 
lecting up to £50 a week. 

Spotted 

“He initially stole parcels 
and then greetings cards 
and took over £10,000 worth 
of gifts over the years.” 

Nicholls was caught when 
he was spotted by staff 
taking a greetings card from 
mail due to be delivered by a 
colleague. 

Bosses were alerted and 
investigators planted greet¬ 
ings cards with tracking 
devices for the bent 
postman to steal. 

They found £2,200 worth 
of stolen gifts at his home. 
In his car were a further 19 
postal packets. 

There were 63 torn up 
greetings cards in a bin bag 
in the garage. 

Mr Tom Challinor, de¬ 
fending, said: “He has con¬ 
fessed to a lot more than 
could ever be proved against 
him and now feels that his 
life is in ruins. 

“He is at the end of his 
tether under psychiatric 
care and has attempted 
suicide.” 

Nicholls, of Shenstone 
Avenue, Norton, Stour¬ 
bridge, admitted stealing 
post between 2004 and last 
May. 

He was given a one year 
jail sentence suspended for 
18 months with 220 hours 
unpaid work. 

He was told to restore the 
£2,288 of stolen property 
found at his home.

Feather weight success for owl 


WHILE losing weight tops many a 
new year’s resolution, Dudley Zoo’s 
new barn owl is celebrating already 
reaching her target weight. 

Weighing 330 grams, 20-week-old 
Echo was far too heavy when she 
arrived last month and was put on 
strict rations of day-old chicks and 
mice to help drop to a healthy 295g. 

Curator Matt Lewis said it was 
essential for the bird to reach her 


ideal flying weight to take part in the 
falconry displays held in the court¬ 
yard of Dudley Castle. Staff must 
make sure she remains hungry 
enough to chase the treats offered . 

He said: “If she is too fat, she will 
just sit in a tree and do nothing. 
However, if she is too skinny, she 
might become aggressive. 

“She has been trained to sit on the 
scales every day.” 


Hospital has drop in patients 
with drink-related problems 


MORE than 6,000 patients were 
admitted to Dudley’s main hospital 
with alcohol-related injuries and 
conditions last year. 

New figures show the largest numbers 
of admissions were men aged 41 to 55 
from the Beacon and Castle and Wolle- 
scote and Lye areas of the borough. 

The number of people treated at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital has fallen from 6,562 
in 2008/09 to 6,105 in 2009/10. 

NHS Dudley said the figures relate to 
alcohol consumption as well as drink- 
related illnesses such as cardiovascular 
disease and muscular and nervous 
system diseases. 

They also include slips, trips and falls. 

Health bosses in Dudley said they 


were committed to tackling the problem 
in the borough. 

Diane McNulty, public health 
manager at NHS Dudley, said: “We know 
that alcohol misuse is one of the biggest 
health issues in the Dudley borough and 
we are committed to tackling the 
problem from a variety of angles. 

Deliver 

“We have a borough-wide alcohol 
strategy and by working in partnership 
with other NHS organisations, the local 
authority, police and the voluntary 
sector we are able to deliver a really wide 
range of projects to limit the damage of 
alcohol misuse to our local residents.” 

They have previously tried to reduce 
the number of admissions through pro¬ 


motional campaigns to try and change 
people’s behaviour towards alcohol. 

Nationally alcohol-related admissions 
to hospital have soared by more than 50 
per cent in the last five years. 

There were 945,469 admissions to hos¬ 
pital for alcohol-related harm in 
England in 2008/09 up from 863,257 
drink-related admissions in 2007-08. 

In October, NHS Dudley, along with 
the Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust, took part in Alcohol 
Awareness Week where they gave out 
tips to help people monitor their alcohol 
consumption. 

In 2008/09, the trust spent more than 
£5 million on treating patients with 
alcohol-related illnesses. 


Hopes rise 
that stalled 
project will 
finally start 


WORK on a stalled multi-million development will mark the start of rest of 
pound regeneration project for a 
Black Country town could get 


under way within a year, a leading 
councillor has said. 

Dudley Council first unveiled plans 
for shops, homes and a health centre in 
Cradley almost three years ago. 

But the scheme has yet to start with 
councillors blaming the financial downturn 
and problems with acquiring land for 
delays. 

Now deputy council leader, Councillor 
Les Jones, has said officials were closing in 
on deals to allow work to begin. 

A decision on part of the scheme to build 
seven shops and 14 flats, in Windmill Hill, 
will be made by planners early next year. 

Councillor Jones hopes the Windmill Hill

Frustration 

No suitable land which is big enough for 
the development has yet been found, 
although Councillor Jones says talks are 
continuing with landlords in the area. 

He said: “I know there is a sense of frus¬ 
tration from local residents about this 
regeneration scheme because they want to 
see a start to the works. But the opportu¬ 
nity is coming. 

“We are getting further 
and further down the line 
with this. 

“If everything goes to 
plan we could be looking 
at work starting within 
12 months to two years 
on the whole plan.” 

A detailed report was 
due to be discussed by 
councillors and the 
public tonight at the 
Halesowen area commit¬ 
tee. 

It will start at Hurst 
Green Primary School, in 
Narrow Lane, Hale¬ 
sowen, at 6.30pm.

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Sickness hours for 
police hit half million 


WEST Midlands Police 
lost almost half a milli on 
working hours in a year 
due to sick leave, govern¬ 
ment figures reveal. 

Data published by policing 
minister Nick Herbert shows 
the 8,600-strong force, which 
covers the Black Country 
and Birmingham, lost 
495,483 hours in 2009-10. 

This equates to 57 hours 
per officer, or about seven 
days. The force also lost 
252,000 hours as a result of 
other staff taking time off 
due to illness, including 
police community support 


officers and traffic wardens. 

Staffordshire Police lost 
176,142 hours, an average of 
82 hours or 10 days per 
officer. 

Impact 

And West Mercia, which 
covers Shropshire, saw 
173,596 hours lost - an 
average of 73 hours or about 
nine days per officer - due to 
sick leave during the same 
period. 

The figures were released 
in a written parliamentary 
answer in response to a 
probe by Tory Priti Patel, MP 
for the new constituency of 


Witham in Essex. In 
England and Wales, they 
reveal that almost nine 
million hours were lost - an 
average of 61 hours or 7.6 
days per police officer. 

Chief Insp Matt 
Markham, of West Midlands 
Police, said the force was 
aware of the impact that 
staff sickness has on the rest 
of the workforce, as well as 
on the communities it serves. 

He said measures were in 
place to help staff back to 
work as quickly and as safely 
as possible - including 
placing some on restrictive 
or recuperative duties.

Taxpayers’£160,000 
bill for strategy work 


DRAWING up a strategy on how the 
Black Country will look by 2026 has 
cost taxpayers £160,000, it can be 
revealed. 

The 153-page Joint Core Strategy has 
been paid for by the four councils in the area 
and proposes 63,000 new homes by 2026. 

It splits the region’s historic towns in spe¬ 
cialities with: Dudley set to build on its her¬ 
itage, leisure and tourism; West Bromwich 
reinvented as an administrative centre, with 
an attractive, thriving centre focussing on 
office employment; Wolverhampton a 
bustling office and nightlife hub with a new 
canalside quarter; and Walsall is to get 
improved open spaces and to become a trans¬ 
port hub with the re-opening of the freight 
rail line between the town and Stourbridge. 


But it can be revealed that each council 
has spent £40,000 on drawing up the docu¬ 
ment, which they have been working on 
since 2005. 

They are due to commit to the final version 
in March, 2011. 

Under the Joint Core Strategy there are 
also plans to improve transport links 
through the four boroughs. 

Strategic 

It was produced after figures revealed that 
there are now 100,000 fewer jobs in the 
Black Country than were available in the 
1970s. 

Under the new plans shared resources will 
be concentrated into “strategic centres” of 
Wolverhampton, Brierley Hill, West 
Bromwich and Walsall. 


Club is 
left high 
and dry 
at pool 


Plucky Tom helping to 
pioneer new treatment 


A SWIMMING club 
based in the Black 
Country has been forced 
out of the water for six 
weeks during major 
refurbishment works to 
a council-run pool. 

The pool at Dudley 
Leisure Centre in Welling¬ 
ton Road was closed on 
January 10 to install new 
filters. 

It is part of an £830,000 
programme of refurbish- 
ments at the three borough 
leisure centres including 
Halesowen and Crystal 
Leisure Centre, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

But Brierley Hill Swim¬ 
ming Club treasurer Phil 
Steven says his members 
have been left high and dry 
months after they lost their 
previous base at Coseley 
Baths which was controver¬ 
sially demolished. 

Alternative 

The club, which meets 
twice weekly at Dudley 
Leisure Centre, held ses¬ 
sions on a couple of days last 
week ahead of the tempo¬ 
rary closure until around 
February 21. 

Mr Steven fears the club 
could lose some of its 100 
members during the closure 
which will also leave it out 
of pocket. 

Dudley Council spokes¬ 
woman Louise Kavanagh 
said: “All clubs were notified 
about the closure of the pool 
at Dudley Leisure Centre 
and only Stourbridge Swim¬ 
ming Club asked for alter¬ 
native arrangements. 

“Now we are aware Brier¬ 
ley Hill Swimming Club 
would like alternative ses¬ 
sions we are happy to work 
with them to try to accom¬ 
modate this.” 


A BRAVE Black Country 10-year- 
old is using his battle with cancer 
to help get a pioneering new treat¬ 
ment unit built in the Midlands. 

Tom Blakemore, of Halesowen, 
endured proton therapy in the US on a 
rare, inoperable tumour behind his 
face. 

He is now in remission after three 
months of the therapy and hopes to return 
to school full-time this month. His story is 
now being used to persuade the Govern¬ 
ment to fund a multi-million pound unit at 


Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 
In the treatment, proton beams can be 
directed more precisely at tumours than 
standard radiotherapy, making the treat¬ 
ment more effective and reducing damage 
to healthy tissue and organs. 

Football 

Tom, of Hillcrest Avenue, who plays foot¬ 
ball for the Brierley Hill Bullets, was diag¬ 
nosed with Rhabdomyosarcoma last 
January after suffering from headaches 
and dizziness. 

Doctors found the tumour behind Tom’s 
face, where the skull meets the spine. 

Because of the unusual 
position of the tumour, the 
Colley Lane Primary School 
pupil needed an intense and 
accurate form of treatment. 

The NHS paid for Tom 
and his parents to travel to a 
specialist clinic in Jack¬ 
sonville, Florida. QE 
spokesman Gareth Duggan 
said Tom’s story was being 
used to support a bid for a 
proton beam therapy unit. 
“He is a super kid and a very 
good example of the children 
we can treat,” he said.

“Families bring in rocks and things they have found 
on holiday in Wales or the Isle of Wight, as well as lots 
of bits and pieces from local areas such as the Wrens 
Nest.” 

He said the workshops would be a warm-up to the 
two-day National Rock and Fossil Festival being held 
in Dudley on September 24 and 25. 

Super school 
work on target 


WORK on a £30 million 
Black Country super school 
is running to schedule with 
the first pupils set to move 
in within two months. 

The creation of the 
Rowley Learning Campus, 
which will see two schools 
and a pupil referral unit 
move onto a site in Hawes 
Lane, Rowley Regis, is 
almost complete. 

The first of the 1,650 stu¬ 
dents and staff will move in 
during February. 

The students will be 
from the Westminster 
school, currently in West¬ 
minster Rd, West 
Bromwich, and the White- 
heath Pupil Referral Unit 


in Throne Road, Rowley 
Regis. 

Students and staff from 
St Michael’s Business 
Enterprise College also in 
Throne Road, will move in 
during June. 

Councillor Darren 
Cooper, Sandwell Council 
Leader said: “Phase one at 
Rowley is on schedule and 
pupils from the Westmin¬ 
ster Special School and the 
Whiteheath Pupil Referral 
Unit will move in as 
planned in February.” 

It is planned Westmin¬ 
ster School will be used as 
temporary learning accom¬ 
modation and later be con¬ 
sidered for sale. 


Car park charges face review 
as ‘high rate’ guide scrapped 


CHARGES at council car parks in the 
Black Country are being reviewed 
after the Government scrapped guide¬ 
lines advising higher rates to be 
imposed. 

Local authorities will now be able to price 
parking spaces competitively to attract 
drivers into town centres. Councils have 
until now been required to set parking fees 
in a way that encourages alternative forms 
of transport. 

In Dudley, charges were last increased in 
2009, when all-day fees in Dudley, Stour¬ 
bridge, Halesowen and Brierley Hill were 
increased from £2.30 to £2.50 and free 
parking on Sundays was scrapped. 

The council’s cabinet member for trans¬ 


port, Councillor Angus Adams, today said 
the changes meant the council was no 
longer obligated to increase prices - but 
said motorists would not be seeing a 
decrease either. 

“We have no plans to affect the current 
charges at all — we’re not planning to put 
them up but we’re certainly not planning to 
do away with them,” he said. 

Afford 

“There’s an element of funding that the 
council has to find and parking charges are 
part of that. 

“Simply put, there’s no way we can do 
without it.” 

The situation is similar across the region. 

Wolverhampton’s cabinet member for 


transport, Councillor Peter Bilson, said the 
council would have to balance whether it 
can afford to decrease charges following 
budget cuts. 

“It’s a difficult situation as central Gov¬ 
ernment is telling councils to reduce 
budgets by 28 per cent by 2014,” he said. 

“At this stage it is too early to say what 
will happen to parking charges and the 
council will have to meet this month to 
discuss the issue.” 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, Councillor Derek Rowley, 
said their parking charges were already the 
lowest in the West Midlands. 

Walsall transport boss Councillor Tom 
Ansell said parking charges would be 
reviewed later this year. 


Decision due 
soon on new 
college plan 

A DECISION on whether Dudley College’s 
multi-million sixth form and higher edu¬ 
cation centre will be granted planning per¬ 
mission is expected to be made in March. 

Revised plans for the ambitious scheme 
will be submitted to Dudley Council 
within the next week. 

The proposals had to be changed after 
Kudos House, a 19th century doctor’s 
surgery, which had been earmarked for 
demolition to make way for the develop¬ 
ment, was granted Grade II Listed status 
by English Heritage. 

It will cost the college around £ 1 million 
to incorporate the building, on the corner 
of Priory Road and Ednam Road, into the 
new designs and officials are now looking 
into ways of raising funds. 


£400,000 drugs seized 
in festive crackdown 


CLASS A drugs and cannabis plants worth more than £400,000 were 
recovered in a festive crackdown on drug-related crime in Dudley police 
have revealed. A total of 30 people were also arrested during Operation 
Advent which ran in the borough throughout December. 

Police say a total of 41 warrants were executed, largely under the Misuse of 
Drugs Act, during the 24-day operation. 

Originally police had hoped to execute one search warrant a day across the area but 
officers say information gathered exceeded expectations. Inspector Richard Jones from 
Dudley Police led the operation. 

He said: “We wanted to make a significant impact on those suspected of being involved 
in the illegal supply and possession of drugs, as well as other offences that impact heavily 
on this area such as burglary and handling of stolen goods. 

“We arrested 30 people in a little over three weeks, and the amount of information we 
gathered to make that possible was phenomenal. We thank local people for telling us 
about their concerns and 
suspicions which led to us 
taking such decisive action.” 

Of the 30 people arres¬ 
ted, 25 were either charged 
and appeared before the 
courts, or given a police 
caution. 

The remaining five are 
currently on police bail 
pending further inquiries. 

Substances 

“We aim to send a strong 
message that drugs will not 
be tolerated in Dudley and if 
found to be involved in the 
illegal supply of controlled 
substances then people will 
be prosecuted,” said Inspec¬ 
tor Jones. 

He added: ““Such crimes 
can carry a custodial sen¬ 
tence, and so this operation 
should serve as a warning to 
others involved in similar 
activity.” 

Anyone with information 
on anyone suspected to be 
involved in drugs activity in 
the borough is asked to call

The engine, which cost the council £23,000 in 1989 to 
promote the borough, is being lined up for sale to the highest 
bidder, provided they can guarantee to restore it to its 
former glory. It was built at the Birmingham Railway and 
Carriage Works in Smethwick and bought by the council to 
run trips for children and pensioners. 

However running costs escalated and the council is now 
planning a sale. Councillor Ann Shackleton, cabinet 
member for youth, culture and leisure said: “We are going 
to look for a buyer who can guarantee they will restore the 
engine to its former glory and maintain it.” 

Stranded pony is 
freed from fence 


A PONY triggered a rescue 
operation after becoming 
stuck on top of a metal gate 
in a Black Country field. 

The one-year-old pony 
was discovered by residents 
hanging over the gate, off 
Sovereign Drive, in the 
Milking Bank, Dudley. 

People feared the animal 
had been impaled on the 
gate so they calmed the 
black-haired pony down and 


called the fire service at 
around noon last Tuesday. 

Dudley Fire Station’s 
watch commander Paul 
Clark said fter using cutting 
equipment on the upper 
part of the gate, they 
realised the pony was not 
impaled and were able to lift 
it free. “It was lucky - I 
think it had tried to jump 
the fence but became 
trapped.” he said.

PRESSURE is mounting for a Black 
Country rugby legend to be hon¬ 
oured in his home town. 

Cliff Watson, aged 80, of Dudley, who 
played for rugby league side St Helens, 
captained Great Britain and moved to 
Australia. A Facebook page has been set 
up and the group is preparing to give 
councillors a presentation on why he 
should be honoured. 

Ken Crane, Dudley chairman of 
Kingswinford Rugby Club — Mr Watson’s 
first club - backs the campaign. 

Dudley Council has said it will “look 
into” the issue as part of next year’s 
budget. 

Mr Watson was voted one of his club’s 
top 17 players in its 120-year history, but 


fans say he has been “forgotten” in 
Dudley. A campaign was launched by Deb 
Brownlee, chairman of the group raising 
cash for the regeneration of St John’s 
Church, Kates Hill, where Mr Watson 
married in 1960. 

Achieved 

Mr Watson, who now lives near 
Sydney, recently visited the church and 
Mrs Brownlee wants him to “get the 
recognition he deserves”. 

She feels there should be a plaque or 
display in Dudley Museum & Art Gallery 
— or even a statue similar to that of Man¬ 
chester United and England football 
legend Duncan Edwards right in the 
town centre. 

She said: “Cliff has achieved so much 


that people aren’t even aware of. Dudley 
has got a lot to be proud of but sometimes 
we don’t make the most of it.” 

Mr Watson grew up in a terraced house 
in Fisher Street, Dudley, after the 
family’s house in London was bombed in 
the Second World War. 

He joined Dudley Kingswinford as a 
youngster, before moving to St Helens 
later, where he was a prop forward and 
was made captain. 

In 1970, his side won the Champi¬ 
onship Trophy. 

Mr Watson said: “I feel honoured that 
they are talking about this and of course 
I would be delighted. I’m not sure if you 
would call me a deserving case, but it 
would certainly be the icing on the cake 
for my career.” 


1,400 parking fines are 
handed out at hospital 


ALMOST 1,400 parking fines were 
handed to drivers who blocked the 
path of ambulances and other 
emergency vehicles at Dudley’s 
main hospital last year, new 
figures reveal. 

Tickets were given to patients,staff 
and visitors who parked “inappropri¬ 
ately” at Russells Hall Hospital. 

Red lines have been painted in certain 
parts of the site after complaints that lives 
were being put at risk because of the incon¬ 
siderate actions of drivers. 


Motorists often leave their cars on the 
lines to avoid paying to park or if they are 
running late for appointments. 

There were 1,390 fixed penalty notices 
issued in 2010 carrying a fine of £15. If this 
was not paid after 14 days, the fee was 
increased to £30. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of the 
Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs the hospital, said: 
“There is a fixed penalty notice system in 
place for vehicles that are parked inappro¬ 
priately, for example on red lines around 
the hospital site where vehicles will cause 
an obstruction to other vehicles and on 
public footpaths. 

“There are notices clearly 
displayed around the hospi¬ 
tal site.” 

Car parking facilities at 
the hospital are provided by 
the trust’s PFI partners 
Summit Healthcare 

(Dudley) Ltd and managed 
by Interserve (Facilities 
Management) Ltd. 

The red lines were 
painted in 2008 and signs 
warning motorists were also 
installed. 

Permits 

A £6 million staff car 
park, with 691 spaces, was 
opened at the hospital last 
month. 

But staff living within a 
mile of the hospital will not 
be allowed to use it. 

More than 3,000 workers 
applied for permits for the 
car park. 

But the hospital said the 
number of parking spots 
was limited by council regu¬ 
lations. 

Monthly fees of £15 are 
proposed for full-time staff, 
£7.50 for people working 
fewer than 18.75 hours a 
week, £5 for bank staff and 
those earning £16,753 or 
less. 

The fees will claw back 
some of the building costs. 


Jail warning for 
woman who did 
not pay for fuel 


A WOMAN who admit¬ 
ted filling her car with 
petrol and driving off 
without paying on two 
occasions has been 
warned she faces jail. 

Lorraine Cotterill, aged 
47, of Stuart Road, Rowley 
Regis, pleaded guilty to 
charges of making off 
without payment at Dudley 
Magistrates Court last 
week. 

The court heard she is 
still serving a conditional 
discharge for an unrelated 
crime. Magistrates 

adjourned the case until 
January 17 for reports but 
warned they were consider¬ 
ing a custodial sentence. 

Mrs Dawn Cartwright, 
prosecuting, said Cotterili 
had first pulled on to the 


forecourt at Dixon Green 
Service Station, Dudley on 
December 7. She filled her 
Fiat Punto with petrol 
worth £20.07 and left 
without paying. 

She returned on Decem¬ 
ber 10, filling her car with 
£30.31 worth of petrol, and 
again failing to pay. 

Her car registration was 
caught on CCTV and police 
visited her home. She 
claimed she was running 
errands which had 
increased the fuel consump¬ 
tion of her car. “She told offi¬ 
cers she had no cards or 
money to make payment,” 
said Mrs Cartwright. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defend¬ 
ing, said: “This is a difficult 
matter as there is not a par¬ 
ticularly good reason for 
this.” 


New year traditions explained 


THE importance of a 
lump of coal, a piece of 
bread and a tall, dark¬ 
haired man to a tradi¬ 
tional Black Country 
New Year has been 
revealed to museum vis¬ 
itors. 

Staff at Dudley’s 
Black Country Living 
Museum also shared 
anecdotes of New Year 
traditions now lost to 
history with people 
touring the attraction. 

Visitors were told how 
it is traditional for a 
tall, dark-haired man to 
open the door of a house 
and welcome in the New 
Year. The man chosen 
would leave the house 
through the back door, 
walk around the house 
and open the front door, 
stepping through. 

Coal was also a 
symbol of heat and 
health and bread on the 
table to signify wealth 
and prosperity in the 
coming year. 

Among those sharing 
the traditions was 37- 
year-old Kerry Anne 
Marson, a guide at the 
Tipton Road museum. 

“The dark-haired man 
was itself linked with 
the legacy of the 
chimney sweep,” she 
said. 

“For example, having 
a chimney sweep at 
your wedding is a 
symbol of good luck and, 
of course, the soot turns 
a man’s head dark. The 
Kerry Anne Marson and Dave Williams, from Dudley’s Black dark-haired man was a 
Country Living Museum, celebrate the start of 2011 with similar symbol to bring 
traditional symbols of bread and coal good luck,” she added. 



School 
build hit 
by poor 
weather 

BUILDING work at a 
new £8million 

Sandwell primary 
school has been 
delayed by the ice and 
snow. 

Sandwell Council faces 
a race against time to 
complete the work at 
Tipton Green’s new 
primary school in time 
for September. 

Work to replace the 
existing Tipton Green 
Junior School on Park 
Lane West started in 
July. It will provide a new 
three-form entry junior 
school together with com¬ 
munity facilities. 

Foundations have 
been laid but the scheme 
is already running 
behind schedule. Accord¬ 
ing to a timeline on 
Sandwell Council’s 
website work was due to 
start to install the roof 
this week. However other 
work will need to be com¬ 
pleted before this can 
begin. 

When the work is com¬ 
pleted, the school will 
provide larger new class¬ 
rooms and rooms for com¬ 
munity use. 

The new development 
is being built behind the 
current junior school and 
will be linked to the exist¬ 
ing Victoria Infants 
School. 

The current building is 
due to be demolished as 
soon as the new one is 
open. Opened in the 
1970s, the school is cur¬ 
rently oversubscribed. 

The new school will 
cost £8 million and will 
create more than 100 
new places for pupils. 
The plan is part of a 
borough-wide scheme to 
rebuild primary schools.

BLACKHEATH’S £1.9 million library 
will open its doors by the end of this 
month. 

The new building, on High Street will 
provide library facilities as well as offices 
for Black Country Housing Group. 

Construction work on the library, which 
will be set over two floors, started in Feb¬ 
ruary 2010 and is a joint project between 
Sandwell Council and the housing group. 

Sandwell libraries have seen major 
investment in recent years. Oldbury has 
had a £6m new library which will open in 
the New Year and the new Great Bridge 
Library re-opened in July, following an 
eight month £750,000 refurbishment. 

Despite the recent investment the 
council is now reviewing the service in a 
bid to save £lm from its annual budget. 

Historic 

Plans to be considered include closing or 
reducing opening hours at underused 
sites. 

Meanwhile, opening hours at museums 
in part of Sandwell will be cut as part of a 
cost-saving programme. 

A review of historic buildings such as 
Wednesbury Museum and Art Gallery and 
West Bromwich’s Oak House is being 
carried out. 

New recommendations will be put to 
Sandwell Council in February. 

A plan presented to the council’s cabinet 
says that changes are necessary to reflect 
the cash available to provide services. 

This is despite plans to invest heavily in 
improvements to the buildings them¬ 
selves. It is not yet clear what the impact 
will be on jobs. 

The report will also prioritise events by 
looking at those with the most number of 
visitors.

The funeral director will contact 
the church, cemetery or crematorium 
and/or the person who will be con¬ 
ducting the service, to arrange a 
mutually convenient date and time. 

• Provide facilities for viewing of 
the deceased prior to the funeral, 
according to the family’s wishes. 

• Provide the necessary vehicles and 
staff to conduct the funeral with dignity and 
professionalism, in accordance with your 
instructions. 

• Deal with all necessary paperwork to 
enable burial or cremation to take place. 

• Place death notices in local and/or 
national newspapers. 

• Arrange for catering at a venue of your 
choice following the funeral. 

• Make arrangements for the subse¬ 
quent disposal of the remains following a 
cremation. 

• Arrange special musical requests for 
the funeral service, such as a soloist, piper 
or choir. 

• Liaise with the officiant to provide order 


of service sheets at the funeral service. 

• Record the names of those attending 
the funeral in order to provide you with a list 
afterwards. 

• Order floral tributes on behalf of the 
deceased’s family and/or friends and col¬ 
leagues. 

• Accept and care for floral tributes 
delivered to their premises prior to the 
funeral.

POLICE in the Midlands 
are being urged to save 
money by sending text 
messages rather than 
talking into their radios. 

West Midlands Police hopes 
to reduce the annual multi¬ 
million pound radio bill. 

Rising bills for using the com¬ 
munications system, known as 
Airwave, are hitting the region’s 
three cash-strapped police forces. 

Airwave was launched in 2000 
to replace the analogue systems 
in use. Digital technology allowed 
wider coverage, clearer signals 
and the encryption of voice traffic. 

West Midlands Police saw its 
Airwave bill rise from 
£2.48million in 2006/7 to £2.97m 
last year. 

Mobile 

Staffordshire Police’s bill went 
up from £1.34m in 2007/8 to 
£1.43m for 2009/10. 

The cost to West Mercia Police 
rose from from £647,002 in 
2006/7 to £743,521 last year. 

West Mercia was also hit by 
going over pre-arranged limits, 
costing it £76,000 in 2006/7 and 
£141,643 last year. The new 
radios allow officers to send mes¬ 
sages using a text system, similar 
to that used on mobile phones, at 
far cheaper cost than speaking to 
the control room. 

Bernard McDermott, from 
West Mercia Police, said: “The 
force is currently looking at 
options for making increased 
usage of text.”

Jones, who has a two- 
year-old daughter, was 
also given an 18-month 
community order, 

banned from driving for 
18 months, told to pay 
£100 costs and attend a 
Thinking Skills pro¬ 
gramme. 

Chairman of magis¬ 
trates Mr George Walker 
told him: “This is not 
something we would 
expect from someone 
your age with a family.” 

Mr David Truelove, 
prosecuting, said that on 
October 16 at around 
8pm, police spotted 
Jones driving a Hyundai 
Coupe along Halesowen 
Road above the 30mph 
limit. When he spotted 
police he accelerated 
away, Mr Truelove said. 

He drove at more than 
50mph, the court heard. 
His licence was revoked 
in 2009 as he failed to 
send it off after he was 
caught using a mobile 
phone while driving. 

Mr Steve Hamblett, 
defending, said Jones 
had “simply panicked” 
when he saw the police.

A CRACKING FA Cup tie came at 
a big cost for Wolves. 

The sending off of George Elokobi 
marred the tie and was prompted by 
some “influencing” by Doncaster 
players and a naive referee. 

Not only have Mick McCarthy’s side the 
unwanted inconvenience of a replay 
smack in the middle of some difficult 
Premier League games, but they will have 
to negotiate them without Elokobi, sus¬ 
pended for three matches in the unlikely 
event Wolves can mount a successful 
appeal. 

The powerful left-back is arguably in 
the best form of his career, certainly the 
best since his career-threatening knee 
injury two-and-a-half years ago, writes 
Tim Nash. 

His dismissal 13 minutes from time, for 
accidentally heading the back of James 
Coppinger’s head and knocking both 
himself and the Rovers player out in the 
process, seemed unbelievably harsh. 

Referee Anthony Taylor will surely look 
back on the incident and wince. 

Not only at the clash of skulls, but 
equally at his decision, Elokobi also 
having the indiginity of having a red card 
waved at him as he came round as he was 
led from the pitch. 

Challenge 

His aerial challenge, coming just when 
the 2,000-plus Wolves fans were in full 
voice doing their ‘Okey Cokey’ apprecia¬ 
tion of him, was powerful but without 
malice, intent or elbow as both players 
jumped honestly for the ball. 

Elokobi’s early bath also removed any 
chance Wolves had of winning the tie. 

With 11 men, the second half momen¬ 
tum built up by the all-gold visitors which 
earned them the 58th-minute equaliser 
looked to be carrying them into the fourth 
round. 

It seemed as if there was only one team 
going to win it as Wolves’ fresh urgency 
looked to overpower a Doncaster side 18 
places below them. 

Down to 10 men, however, and it became 
a case of holding on to what they’d got as 
Stephen Ward dropped back to left-back 
and substitute Kevin Doyle was left to toil 
away on his own up front. 

But at least they didn’t have to suffer 
the embarrassment of defeat against 
lower league opposition like Albion, New¬ 
castle, Sunderland, Blackpool, Middles¬ 
brough, Norwich, Portsmouth and Bristol 
City.

There never seemed any real danger of 
that happening, even when Wolves trailed 
for 15 minutes either side of the half-time 
interval. 

If not quite at the same tempo that saw 
them overcome Liverpool and Chelsea 
recently Wolves were nevertheless thor¬ 
oughly professional as they tried to main¬ 
tain the same standards that has 
underpinned their revival. 

Unfortunately, those attempts were 
compromised by the sort of defensive slop¬ 
piness that has plagued them for much of 
the season. 

For all the fine work Richard Stearman 
has done in those recent famous victories, 
he made an unwelcome return to some of 
his more forgettable moments at Don¬ 
caster. 

Although it was a fine finish, he was 
turned far too easily for Rovers’ equaliser 
by one-time Wolves target Billy Sharp four 
minutes before the break. 

Rifled 

And he left the otherwise impressive 
debutant Matt Doherty in trouble in the 
build-up to the second, volleyed home by 
Jamie Hayter two minutes later. 

By then, Wolves’ man of the match 
Nenad Milijas had rifled his side in front 
with what he described as his best goal 
since coming to England; a deliciously 
unstoppable left foot blockbuster that 
ripped into the top corner of the net from 
fully 35 yards. 

It was a lead that lasted just three 
minutes. 

But both sides had already played a full 
part in a thrilling encounter that warmed 
Doncaster’s lowest crowd of the season, 
8,616. 

Ward was inches away from putting 
Wolves ahead after just 30 seconds, when 
his first-time sweep at Steven Fletcher’s 
cross flew just wide. 

Sharp then drilled wide before Stear¬ 
man forced a full length save from Neil 
Sullivan with a 25-yard rising drive in a 
rare foray forward from defence. 

Sam Hird lobbed inches over the angle 
and Sharp had an effort disallowed as 
Doncaster threatened before Milijas’ 
exorcet of a shot put the visitors ahead. 

Then came Rovers’ response, but Wolves 
hit back strongly after the break. 

Ward had three half chances in nine 
minutes from the hour mark - all created 
by the hitherto under-used Matt Jarvis. 

First the Irishman blazed over after 


Fletcher headed down Jarvis’ cross, then 
an overhead kick forced a falling save 
before his header was brilliantly tipped 
over. Jarvis also curled inches over after a 
raking diagonal pass from Milijas freed 
him for a run on goal. 

Elokobi’s dismissal put the brakes on 
Wolves’ revival when it was in full flow, 
and after that there was only a Kevin 
Doyle shot that Sullivan failed to hold to 
show for their efforts. Crucially though, 
Doncaster were unable to trouble Wolves 
at the other end despite their numerical 
advantage. 

Wolves will hope they can make their 
Premier League quality count when they 
are back to full quota for the replay. And, 
all things being equal, they should.
